This is more apparent "when 
it is considered that as far Away as 
this country is, separated 
from the 
belligerents by thousands of miles of 
w ater and on a totally isolated hem­ 
isphere. the United States is having 
great difficulty in keeping out of the 
mess, and is not as yet certain that 
it will do so. 
W hat immediate ef­ 
fect Italy’s action will have 
on the

Prof* Hudson concludes that 
during these various periods the land 
was held by the French and Spanish 
crown* respectively. 
He 
traces 
the 
history of the Spanish law which pre­ 
vailed in Missouri

1816 
and 
shows that it included a system of 
land tenure somewhat similar to that 
which prevailed in England. 
The 
legislature 
of Missouri abol­ 
ished the Spanish law in 1816 and 
substituted the so-called common law 
of England. 
By the common law of 
England, as is shown above, land was 
held by the crown. 
Mr. Hudson con­ 
cludes, therefore, that land in Mis­ 
souri today is really owned 
by 
the 
state and held by the person wrho has 
the title, either because of the system 
of tenure in the Spanish law or be­ 
cause pf the adoption of the common 
law of England in 1816. 
Mr. Hudson says that the courts 
and lawyers seem to have assumed, 
without much discussion of the sub­ 
ject, that tenure did not find its way 
into the Missouri law*. 
His conclu­ 
sion shows that in many respects our 
law’ is still based on medieval con­ 
ceptions. 
Many states have by con­ 
stitutional amendment or legislative 
enactment abolished this feudal con­ 
ception of land tenure and Prof. Hud­ 
son believes that if his conclusion is 
right the law in Missouri should be 
changed by a constitutional amend­ 
ment which would declare that land 
can really be owned by the person 
who has the title.

Carlisle, Eng.. May 22.—One of the 
most disastrous wrecks in the annals 
of British railroading occurred this 
morning on the Caledonian railway 
at Gretna, near this city, when three 
trains came into collision. 
No fewer than seventy-five persons 
were killed, and the final list may be 
greater. 
It is believed that many 
persons received fatal injuries. 
The total casualties will reach 400, 
as the list of more or less seriously 
injured is very numerous.

of the Missouri 
agricultural 
experi­ 
ment station of the University of Mis­ 
souri at Columbia, in the annual re­ 
port of the station, just issued. What 
the state and national government are 
doing for the farmer of Missouri to 
answer these questions through the 
Missouri agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion is shown in the report. 
Perhaps the most important change 
during the fiscal year in the organiza­ 
tion of the agricultural work at the 
University of Missouri was the abol­ 
ishment of the agricultural extension 
service in June, 1914. This department 
has charge of extension teaching and 
demonstration, including the branch 
short course, the county farm advis­ 
ers, the boys’ and girls* club work, 
and the inspection service. 
Through 
the various extension activities 737,- 
264 people were reached during the 
year. 
During the year six new circulars, 
nine reprints of circulars, 
six 
new 
bulletins, four bulletin reprints, and* 
eight research bulletins have been is­ 
sued by the agricultural experiment 
station, a total of 5,140,500 pages of 
reading matter, sent to a free mailing 
list of 14,000 names. Thirty press bul­ 
letins were also issued . A new hog 
cholera serum plant was started, the 
total cost of the plant when complet­ 
ed to be $50,000. 
It will have a capa­ 
city of 50,000,000 cubic centimeters of 
serum a year, which will be distrib­ 
uted free to Missouri farmers. 
New 
greenhouses for the departments of 
horticulture, farm crops 
and soils 
w'ere built. 
New 
laboratory 
equip­ 
ment was added, and substantial addi­ 
tions to the library were made during 
the year. 
During the year twenty new men 
were appointed to the agricultural ex­ 
periment station and College of Agri­ 
culture staff, and five resigned to go 
elsewhere. 
Eight investigational projects were 
completed during the year, eleven new 
ones begun, and forty begun prior to 
July I, 1913, were continued. 
These 
projects cover every field of agricul­ 
tural investigation, and the results of 
many of them will be of vital interest 
to the Missouri farmer.

STATEMENT FROM MR. JORDAN AS TO WRY 
HE LEAVES US. 


A statement is due the people relative to the 
reasons for my going back to state-wide work with 
the Board of Agriculture. 
The first reason is that when the board granted 
me a leave of absence to come to Pettis county for a 
year it was with the understanding that I would re­ 
turn; then, when the"two years’ additional leave was 
granted, it was with the same understanding, so it is 
hut the fulfillment of my agreement. 
I have conscientiously looked on all sides of the 
question and finally reached the following conclu­ 
sions: 
•1 
That I have done my very best to do my full 
duty by every one, and have done the best I could; 
and the people’s gracious response and vindication 
have led me to feel that in the time allotted me I 
have done very well what I came to do . If I ani of 
any value it is as a pioneer, to “blaze the trail.” 
I feel that I can serve more people by state-wide 
work, and perhaps my greatest debt is to my state. 
As to the publicity for Pettis county, I can do 
more from now on by state-wide work than I can by 
remaining in the county, since everywhere I go the 
people want the story of our work in Pettis county. 
My first desire is to do the greatest good to the 
greatest number, and I believe I can do this by a 
wider field of endeavor from this time on. 
I desire it understood in this connection that the 
yearly salary with the board of agriculture is the 
same as I have been getting here. 
I have most sincere regret at leaving. First, to 
part with as fine people as I have ever known, among 
them some of my very best friends; and, again, that 
the days were too short and too few to do all that 
needed to be done. 
I have done my best to merit your friendship, 
confidence and esteem. 
I shall expect in any event to remain in Sedalia 
until perhaps September I to carry out some work 
already planned, especially with the prospective 
alfalfa growers, and if a new man is put on the work, 
to remain with him to help him in all ways possible. 
After September I my address will be Columbia, 
and any aid I can render to any Pettis county folks, 
either by letter or in person, will be most gladly 
given.

lf it is necessary to cut the alfalfa 
under unfavorable w eather conditions 
it can he made in very small shocks 
while the alfalfa is yet preen.

There 
are some, .however, that are not so 
gratifying.

is an old time motto, the truth and 


force of which is quite generally rec­ 


ognized, although 
occasionally 
you 
will hear a man in business assert 
that “competition is the 
death 
of 
trade.” 
But the statem ent is w ar­ 
ranted that almost every live, progres­ 
sive business man endowed with the 
average sportsman-like qualities pre­ 
sumed to characterize American busi­ 
ness men, welcomes legitimate com­ 
petition and is willing to take his 
chances on the outcome of a competi­ 
tive race.

liner Ryndam, which sailed from this 


port yesterday for 
Rotterdam 
with 
seventy-seven passengers and a mil­ 
lion dollar cargo, was damaged in a 
collision 
fifteen 
miles southwest of 
Nantucket shoals lightship at 4 o’clock 
this morning with the tramp freighter 
Joseph Cuneo, which sailed from Bos­ 
ton last night for Bararoa, Cuba. Both 
vessels w’ere seriously injured. 
The Ryndam wireless reports indi­ 
cated she w’as struck aft with such 
force that hold No. 5 filled almost 
immediately. 
W ater flowed 
in 
the 
engine room and began to creep into 
hold No. 6. 
The Cuneo’s hold was 
crushed in. 


One hundred and sixty of the Ryn- 
dam’s crew of 200 were put aboard the 
freighter ,leaving only forty men on 
the liner to navigate her. 
“ S. O. S.” calls were sent out, and 
at 7 o’clock, three hours after the col­ 
lision, the battleship South Carolina 
wras standing beside the Cuneo, and 
passengers were taken off by this ves­ 
sel. 
The battleship wras directed by 
wireless to convey the stricken liner 
to this port. 


W ith the South Carolina alongside, 
the battleship Texas ten miles astern 
and the Louisiana near by, the Ryn­ 
dam w’as steaming at slow speed for 
this port.

These ques-1 suprem e court today, 
tions are treated in a recent bulletin j 
upon “Land Tenure and Conveyances j 
in Missouri,” by Manley O. Hudson, I 
professor of law' at the University of 
Missouri at Columbia. 
Prof. Hudson j 
gives a history of land ownership in 
Missouri, concluding that no land in 
Missouri is really owned except by 
the state, and that a person holding 
a title to a farm is really a tenant of 
the state. 
• 
Several hundreds years ago in Eng­ 
land, the king ow'ned all land, owner­ 
ship of land being a royal prerogative. 
The king parceled out his land to his 
subjects, who held it by what was 
known as tenure. 
The tenant some­ 
times rendered military service to the 
owner or lord, and sometimes only 
agricultural service. 
This system of 
land holding still prevails 
in 
legal 
theory in England. 
A sim ilar situation existed in the 
American colonies under British do­ 
minion, and it is the accepted view’ 
that all land was held in tenure prior 
to 
the 
American revolution. 
This 
system 
of 
land 
holding w'as not 
changed by the revolution except that 
the respective states were substituted 
for the British crow’n as overlords. 
In the territory acquired 
by 
the 
Louisiana Purchase this problem of 
legal theory is not so easily solved. 
The territory which is now Missouri 
was owned by France prior to 1762, 
by Spain between 
1762 
and 
1802, 
again by France from 1802 to 1803, 
when it was ceded 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
Prof. Hudson concludes that 
during these various periods the land 
wfas held by the French and Spanish 
crow’n, respectively. 
He 
traces 
the 
history of the Spanish law which pre­ 
vailed in Missouri 
until 
181G 
and 
shows that it included a system of 
land tenure somewhat similar to that 
which prevailed in England. 
The 
legislature 
of Missouri abol­ 
ished the Spanish law in 1816 and 
substituted the so-called common law 
of England. 
By the common law of 
England, as is sbourn above, land was 
held by the crow'n. 
Mr. Hudson con­ 
cludes, therefore, that land in Mis­ 
souri today is really owned 
by 
the 
state and held by the person wrho has 
the title, either because of the system 
of tenure in the Spanish law' or be­ 
cause of the adoption of the common 
law of England in 1816. 
Mr. Hudson says that the courts 
and lawyers seem to have assumed, 
without much discussion of the sub­ 
ject, that tenure did not find its way 
into the Missouri law. 
His conclu­ 
sion shows that in many respects our 
law' is still based on medieval con­ 
ceptions. 
Many states have by con­ 
stitutional amendment or legislative 
enactment abolished this feudal con­ 
ception of land tenure and Prof. Hud­ 
son believes that if his conclusion is 
right the law' in Missouri should be 
changed by a constitutional am end­ 
ment which would declare that land 
can really be owned by the person 
who has the title.

State Department Announces Position 
Towards Italy In War. 


Washington, May 25.—A neutrality 
proclamation by the 
United 


"Why 
is 
agricultural 
production 
comparatively low?

unprofitable? 
Why are rural condi­ 
tions such as to influence manv coun- 
try people to move to town? Why is 
soil fertility declining? It is the func­ 
tion of the 
agricultural 
experiment 
station to answer these questions and 
others even more fundamental to the 
permanency of agriculture in Ameri­ 
ca,” declares F. B. Mumford, director 
of the Missouri 
agricultural 
experi­ 
ment station of the University of Mis­ 
souri at Columbia, in the annual re­ 
port of the station, just issued. What 
the state and national government are 
doing for the farmer of Missouri to 
answer these questions through the 
Missouri agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion is shown in the report. 
Perhaps the most important change 
during the fiscal year in the organiza­ 
tion of the agricultural work at the 
University of Missouri was the abol­ 
ishment of the agricultural extension 
service in June, 1914. This department 
has charge of extension teaching and 
demonstration, including the branch 
short course, the county farm advis­ 
ers, the boys’ and girls’ club work, 
and the inspection service. 
Through 
the various extension activities 737,- 
264 people were reached during the 
year. 
During the year six new circulars, 
nine reprints of circulars, 
six 
new 
bulletins, four bulletin reprints, and 
eight Research bulletins have been is­ 
sued by tile agricultural experiment 
station, a total of 5,140,500 pages of 
reading matter, sent to a free mailing 
list of 14,000 names. Thirty press bul­ 
letins, w'ere also issued . A new hog 
cholera serum plant was started, the 
total cost of the plant when complet­ 
ed to be. $50,000. 
It will have a capa­ 
city of 50,000,000 cubic centimeters of 
serum a year, which will be distrib­ 
uted free to Missouri farmers. 
New 
greenhouses for the departm ents of 
horticulture, farm 
crops 
and 
soils 
were built. 
New 
laboratory 
equip­ 
ment was added, and substantial addi­ 
tions to the library were made during 
the year. 
During the year twenty new men 
were appointed to the agricultural ex­ 
periment station and College of Agri­ 
culture staff, and five resigned to go 
elsewhere. 
Eight investigational projects were 
completed during the year, eleven pew 
ones begun, and forty begun prior to 
July I, 1913, were continued. 
These 
projects cover every field of agricul­ 
tural investigation, and the results of 
many of them will be of vital interest 
to the Missouri farmer.

After These Days— Mes 
siah’s Kingdom. 
St. Peter’s explanation of the Pen­ 
tecostal blessing, “This is that which 
was spoken by the Prophet 
Joel.” 
should not be taken to mean that what 
was witnessed in the tipper room on 
the Day of Pentecost, nearly nineteen 
centuries ago, completely fulfilled the 
Prophet 
Joel’s 
predictions. 
(Acts 
2:i4-40.) No Bible student would dis­ 
pute that the fulfillment of the pro­ 
phecy began at Pentecost, with the

ll: 25:29. 
St. Paul points out that as Israel’s 
stumbling 
was 
directly 
foretold 
through the Prophet (Psalm 69:22). so 
also through the Prophets God has 
foretold their blessing later on—that 
they shall be the first to be blessed 
under the glorious Spiritual Messiah 
of many members. 
Thus it is writ­ 
ten, “There shall come out of Zion 
the 
Deliverer, and shall turn away 
ungodliness from Jacob. Here Zion is 
pictured as a mother whose offspring 
is The Messiah. Looking again at the 
type, we see that Abraham reprcsent- 
early Church, and has been in process jed Jehovah, and that his wife Sarah

It is as true today as it was 
then, that the blessing of the Holy 
Spirit is granted to all of God’s ser­ 
vants and handmaidens, and the re­ 
mainder of the prophecy will be ful­ 
filled with equal accuracy in due time.

Abraham’s Spiritual Seed First. 
Abraham of old typified Jehovah 
and Isaac typified Messiah, born not 
after the flesh, hut after the Spirit 
—by a special Divine interposition- 
according to the promise of God. Of 
this anti typical Isaac class Jesus is 
the Head, and 
Forerunner 
of 
the 
Church, as well as the world’s Re-# 
deeiuer. The Body of Messiah is com­ 
posed of a saintly few, according to 
the Scriptures, gathered 
primarily 
from the Jews, but being completed 
by additions from every people, na­ 
tion, kindred and tongue. 
These all, 
St. Paul tells us, will be character- 
eopfes of God's dear Son, our Re­ 
deemer and Head. This the Apostle 
declares 1s Divine predestination.-— 
Romans 8:29, SO; Gal. 4:28; 3:8, 16, 
29. 
This Church class, or Messiah class, 
is variously referred to in the pro­ 
phecies, as well as in the New’ Testa- 
ment, as the brethren of Jesus and as 
sons of God. 
Of them the Prophet 
David writes, “i have said, Ye are 
gods; and all of you are children of 
the Most High; but ye shall all die 
like men, and fall like One of the 
princes ” (Psalm 82:6, 7.) These ell 
die like men in the estimation of the 
world; for, as St. John declares, the 
world knowetn them not, even as it 
knew not their Master. 
(I John 3:1.) 
As the world did not recognize that 
the life of Jesus was laid down sacri­ 
ficially, neither is it aware that the 
followers of Jesus, a 
little 
handful, 
down through the Gospel Age, have 
likewise through His merit presented 
their bodies a living sacrifice, holy 
and acceptable to God.—Romans 12:1. 
Abraham’s Natural Seed Next. 
This Spiritual Seed of Abraham, all 
saintly, will constitute the Church of 
the First-borns, the antitype of the 
Priests and the Reviles of the Jewish 
Dispensation. 
With the completion 
of this Church, gathered out of nil na­ 
tions, swift and denominations, Divine 


represented 
the 
great 
Covenant 
through which Messiah was to be de­ 
veloped. 
“In thy Seed shall all the 
families of the earth be blessed:” “If 
ye be Christ's, then are ye Abraham’s 
Seed, and heirs according to the Pro­ 
mise.”—Romans 
11:19 11; 
Genesis 
22:17, IS; Galatians 3:8, 16, 29. 
It has required more than eighteen 
centuries to give birth to this great 
Deliverer. Jesus was the Head; and 
the Church, developed 
during 
this 
Gospel Age, will be the Body. Jesus 
was “the First-born from the dead;” 
and the Church, His members, will be 
His brethren, sharers in His rule on 
the Heavenly plane; for is He not 
declared to be “the First-born among 
many brethren?” (Romans 8:29.) The 
First or Chief Resurrection will bring 
all these sons of God to the plane of 
glory, honor and 
immortality—born 
from the dead. 
Then the great De­ 
liverer will be fully bom, and ready 
to begin His great work of blessing 
all the nations—Israel being the first 
of these. 
“My Spirit Upon At! Flesh.” 
St. Peter declares that it was the 
glorified Jesus who received the Holy 
Spirit of the Father and poured it 
out upon the Church at Pentecost. 
(Acts 2 33.) 
That blessing came to 
the Church because of their coming 
into harmony with the Father’s ar­ 
rangement through the Son. The re­ 
ceiving of the Spirit there marked 
the recipients as sons 'of God. 
The later Pentecostal blessings up­ 
on the world wrill have points of simi­ 
larity as well as points of difference! 
The blessing will come through the 
great Messiah as a result of the satis­ 
faction which He will make for the 
sins of the whole world by applying 
to the race the merits of His sacrifice. 
Thus He will seal the New Law Cove­ 
nant with Israel, and then with the 
world through Israel. (Jeremiah 31: 
31-34 ) 
The great Messiah of glory 
will be the Mediator of 
that New* 
Covenant: and the foundation of that 
New Covenant will be 
the 
“better 
sacrifices” ottered by this Mediator, 
as the 
antitypical 
High 
Priest.— 
Hebrews 9: 19-23. 
The Pentecostal blessing then 
to 
come upon the world will not be up­ 
on the terms of their sacrificing their 
earthly 
rights 
to attain 
heavenly 
blessing and spiritual sonship. 
On 
the contrary, the 
requirements will 
be a consecration to obedience of the 
Divine law; and its reward will be 
restitution to the 
perfection 
of hu­ 
man nature and to the enjoyment of 
all the blessings originally 
given to 
Adam. but forfeited by his disobedi­ 
ence. They shall build houses and in 
habit them. 
They 
shall plant vine­ 
yards and eat the fruit thereof,” and 
“long enjoy the work of their handk” 
(Isaiah 65:21-22). This is the Divine 
promise applicable to mankind, but 
not to the spiritual seed of Abraham, 
the church, the kingdom class, who 
must be 
changed; 
for 
“flesh and 
blood can not inherit the kingdom of 
God” (I Cor. 15:50). 
As Jacob was a sen of Abraham, 
not directly, 
but 
through Isaac, so 
also those 
blessed 
under Messiah s 
reign will be children of God, not di­ 
rectly, but through Messiah. Thus it 
is written of Messiah, “He shall be 
favor will again return to the natural called 
Wonderful, 
Counselor, 
the 


Licf-Giver to the restored 
world of 
mankind 
(Isaiah 
9:6-7). 
The 
life 
which he laid dowrn in sacrifice—the 
earthly life—is that which 
He will 


give to the willing and 
obedient of 
Adam’s race 
during 
His Messianic 
kingdom, to be theirs forever. It is 
in this sense 
that 
He will be the 
Everlasting Father, the 
Father who 
gives everlasting 
life, 
w’hich Adam 
failed to give. Messiah Himself will 
have no need 
of 
the 
earthly life 
which He laid down; for as a reward 
for His 
obedience the 
Heavenly 
Father has given Him the higher life 
—the Divine nature. 
The Fathers to Be Princes 
From of old Abraham, Isaac, Ja­ 
cob, David, etc., were called the fa­ 
thers, not only because of their re­ 
lationship to the Jewish 
nation, but 
particularly because Messiah was to 
come as their offspring—“the seed of 
Abraham,” “of the stem 
of Jesse,” 
“the offspring 
of 
David;” 
and so 
Jesus was born of this very lineage. 
But His exaltation by the Father to 
the spirit plane, 
and 
the fact that 
His earthly rights laid down in sacri­ 
fice are to go to Adam and all his 
race w ho will accept the same on the 
Divine terms, puts Jesus in the posi­ 
tion of Father, 
Life-Giver 
to 
the 
world, including Abraham, David, etc. 
They must all obtain life thrugh Him 
and hence will be His children. 
Thus tile Prophet David wrote of 
the future, “Instead of

are already 
declared to have 
been 
pleasing to 
God. They attested their loyalty

On account of this the fathers are 
already declared to be worthy of a 
“better resurrection” 
than 
the re­ 
mainder of mankind—but not so glo­ 
rious a resurrection as will be grant­ 
ed to the church. Their resurrection 
will be to the perfection 
of human 
nature, mental, moral and physical. 
Thus they will stand before mankind 
as samples of human perfection, 
to 
which standard all the race may at­ 
tain by obedience, if they will, dur­ 
ing the thousand years of Messiah’s 
reign. 
Those ancient worthies 
(Hebrews 
ll) will not only be illustrations of 
human perfection, 
but 
princes, 
or 
rulers, iii all the earth. They will be 
the outward and 
visible representa­ 
tives of the 
invisible Messiah—the 
a gets through wrhom the Word of the 
Lord will go forth. As it is written, 
“Out of Zion (the spiritual kingdom) 
shall go forth the law and the Word 
of the Lord from 
Jerusalem,” 
the 
earthly manifestation of the kingdom 
amongst men (Isaiah 2:3). 
As a result of the second outpour­ 
ing of the Holy Spirit, the Prophet 
Joel declares, according to our com 
mon version,

This vision of glory wil 
be the reign of righteousness and the 
Pentecostal blessing accompanving it 
upon the willing and obedient, every 
one of w’hom shall be brought to a, 
clear knowedge and full opportunity!

Order of the Blessing. 
The order of the blessing is stated 
It will come

to the second coming of Christ. Dur 
ing this period, now n e a r l y nineteen 
centuries, God’s Holy "Spirit has been 
granted to His faithful ones, and to 
these alone. Only the fully ronsecrat- 
ed have been accepted of the Lord as 
living sacrifices; and only such have 
been begotten of the Holy Spirit that 
they may be new creatures In Christ 
(ll Cor. 5:17). 
During all this time 
the world has been unrecognized so 
far as the Holy Spirit is concerned. 
Indeed, after Pentecost the Apostle 
John went still further and declared,

The weather, however, is another 
factor that should be considered. 
In 
good haying weather a crop that will 
not exceed one ton per acre may be 
cut down one evening and can be safe­ 
ly put into the barns the next after­ 
noon. 
The cutting should he 
done 
late 
enough that the leaves will not wilt 
ai the evening, since it is desired to 
keep them fresh over night, for the 
reason that so long as they are fresh 
the w ater is moving out of the pores 
in the natural way. 
After the leaves wilt this process 
stops and the only way the water 
can get out of the plant is bv move­ 
ment toward the sides of the stems, 
which is slow'. 
lf it is necessary to cut the alfalfa 
under unfavorable weather conditions 
it can be made in very small shocks 
w hile the alfalfa 4s yet green. These 
w ill not spoil very badly except in ex­ 
cessive moisture. 
A great number of fields that I have 
visited are very fine, indeed. There 
are some, however, that are not so 
gratifying. 
In nearly every case the 
difficulty is a simple lack of soil fer­ 
tility. 
If these fields that are looking yel­ 
low and have made 
only 
a 
poor 
growth were given plenty of manure 
there is no question but that the re­ 
sults will bp highly satisfactory. 
One field that I call to mind is na­ 
turally as good alfalfa soil as can be 
found anywhere, but it is a piece of 
ground that has been continuously 
cropped for many years. 
Suppose it has grown 30 bushels of

I have conscientiously looked on all sides of the 
question and finally reached the following conclu­ 
sions:

That I have done my very best to do my full 
duty by every one, and have done the best I could; 
and the people’s gracious response and vindication 
have led me to feel that in the time allotted me I 
have done very well what I came to do . If I am of 
any value it is as a pioneer, to ‘‘blaze the trail.” 
I feel that I can serve more people by state-wide 
work, and perhaps my greatest debt is to my state. 
As to the publicity for Pettis county, I can do 
more from now on by state-wide work than I can by 
remaining in the county, since everywhere I go the 
people want the story of our work in Pettis county. 
My first desire is to do the greatest good to the 
. greatest number, and I believe I can do this by a 
wider field of endeavor from this time on. 
I desire it understood in this connection that the 
yearly salary with the board of agriculture is the 
same as I have been getting here. 
I have most sincere regret at leaving. First, to 
part with as fine people as I have ever known, among 
them some of my very best friends; and, again, that 
the days were too short and too few to do all that

needed to be done. 
I have done my best to merit your friendship, 
confidence and esteem.

carcasses of cattle, on which these | probable that, were the ground made 
hogs had been feeding, may possibly 
be an explanation. The herd was not 
treated by this station. 
A herd in the southwestern part of 
Bowling Green township became re­ 
infected, and was treated by this de­ 
partment, this being the third time. 
This farm was allowed to become so 
thoroughly infected from the first out­ 
break, by leaving some “chronics” 
hang around, that as soon as the im­ 
munity ran out the herd became re­ 
infected. 
This is a bad policy to follow, as 
the instance will show, and, looking 
at it from an economic standpoint, it 
would have been far better to have 
killed and burned these “chronics;” 
then, after properly cleaning and dis­ 
infecting, susceptible hogs could have 
been handled with safety.
